EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application is directed towards a method and device for dynamically 
absorbing resonant vibration of a rotating component of a turbomachine. This device and 
method includes having a cavity with walls and having a spherical trough sufficiently shaped to 
allow radial movement within the rotating component of the turbomachine for a ball placed 
within the cavity. 
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While the cited prior art reference Darrieus ('243) does disclose a vibration absorbing 
device having a spherical trough, the trough of Darrieus does not allow for radial movement of 
the ball in the cavity. Particularly the trough of Darrieus only allows circumferential movement 
of the ball with the cavity.
